Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  during 
the  year  1920. 

In  doing  so  I  am  much  disappointed  that  the  promise  of 
great  sanitary  progress  with  which  the  year  opened  has  not  been 
realised.  The  failure  of  the  Housing  Scheme  to  produce 
sufficient  houses  to  meet  the  need  of  the  town  is  a  serious  matter 
giving  much  food  for  reflection. 

I  have  pleasure  in  recording  the  fact  that  the  general  death 
rate  for  the  year  is  the  lowest  on  record  and  amounts  to  barely  9 
per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  on  the  other  hand  is  still 
unsatisfactory  having  been  104.6  per  1000  of  the  children  born. 

The  report  which  follows  has  been  produced  at  the  cost  of 
considerable  labour  and  some  sacrifice  of  leisure  time  by  myself 
and  my  staff  and  I  trust  you  will  find  something  of  interest  in  it. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  the  consideration 
you  have  shown  to  me  throughout  the  year.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF 

THE  DISTRICT. 


POPULATION. — The  population  estimated  for  the  Borough 
of  Mansfield  for  the  year  1920  was  46,219.  The  forthcoming 
census  will  reveal  the  exact  population  but  in  the  meantime 
estimation  of  population  is  a  matter  of  great  difficulty,  war 
conditions  and  housing  shortage  having  materially  affected  all 
the  factors  upon  which  we  base  such  estimates.  It  may  be 
surmised  however  that  the  estimate  given  above  is  based  upon 
food  rationing  returns,  and  is  approximately  correct.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES,  &c. — The  Borough  of  Mansfield 
is  situated  on  the  western  border  of  the  county  of  Nottinghamshire 
where  it  adjoins  Derbyshire.  The  District  is  roughly  spindle- 
shaped  with  the  axis  lying  North-west  and  South  east. 


The  total  area  is  7,068  acres. 
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The  market  town  is  practically  in  the  centre  of  the  area. 

The  Borough  area  is  situated  near  the  junction  of  the 
Magnesian  Limestone  with  the  New  Red  Sandstone.  The 
Magnesian  Limestone  on  the  northern  and  western  sides  of  the 
town  supplies  building  stone. 

To  the  south  and  the  east  of  the  town  the  soil  is  poor, 
gravelly,  and  porous,  but  forms  an  excellent  water  bearing 
stratum.  This  is  part  of  the  ancient  Forest  of  Sherwood. 

The  underlying  coal  measures  are  to  a  great  extent  the 
source  of  the  prosperity  of  Mansfield. 

The  contour  of  the  district  is  undulating  and  the  highest 
point  is  about  522  feet  above  sea  level. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS.  —  Coal  mining  is  the  chief 
occupation  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  district  is  situated  on  a  coalfield  which  is  in  process  of 
development. 

There  is  however  a  variety  of  other  industries  which  give 
employment  to  a  large  number  of  male  and  female  workers. 
There  are  large  factories  for  hosiery,  boots  and  shoes,  cotton 
doubling,  engineering,  and  tin  box  manufacture. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  staple  industries  of  the 
town  injuriously  affect  the  health  of  the  workers. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  under  review  the  workers  in 
the  various  industries  enjoyed  exceptional  prosperity  and  there 
were  many  evidences  of  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  social 
conditions  in  consequence. 
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An  exception  must  of  course  be  made  in  the  case  of  housing 
conditions  which  tended  to  become  worse. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  easier  conditions  of 
employment  and  general  prosperity  had  a  tendency  to  improve 
the  health  of  the  community,  but  here  again  an  exception  has 
to  be  noted.  Infant  mortality  showed  no  sign  of  diminuation. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  employment  in  a  number  of 
industries  was  not  nearly  so  good  owing  to  the  sudden  “  slump  ” 
in  trade,  but  throughout  the  year  no  evidence  of  distress  was 
found. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


BIRTHS.  —During  the  year  1291  births  were  registered  as 
belonging  to  the  Borough. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Borough  was  27’9  per  1,000  per  annum 
as  compared  with  20  8  in  1919.  This  birth  rate  of  27'9 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  which 
was  25H  per  1,000  but  is  much  below  tiie  average  rate  for  the 
district  in  pre-war  years. 

Further  information  with  regard  to  births  is  given  in  the 
section  of  this  report  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  “natural  increase”  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in 
1920  was  876  as  compared  with  487  in  the  previous  year. 

ILLEGITIMACY. — During  the  year  60  illegitimate  births 
were  registered,  four  more  than  in  1919.  Nine  deaths  of 
illegitimate  infants  under  one  year  were  recorded,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  among  illegitimates  of  150  per  1,000  per  annum. 
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DEATHS. — In  the  course  of  the  year  415  deaths  were 
registered  as  belonging  to  the  Borough,  and  the  death-rate  was 
9-0  per  1,000.  The  death-rate  compares  favourably  with  that 
of  the  country  as  a  whole,  which  was  12-4  per  1,000,  and  is  the 
lowest  annual  death-rate  ever  recorded  in  Mansfield. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Congenital  Debility  with 
46  deaths,  Bronchitis  with  37,  Heart  Disease  with  29,  Pneumonia 
with  28,  Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease  with  27,  and  Palmonary 
Tuberculosis  (Consumption)  with  26. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  Congenital  Debility  is  consistently  a 
very  considerable  factor  in  our  death-rate. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. — During  the  year,  according  to  the 
figures  received  from  the  Registrar  General  135  infants  under  1 
year  whose  permanent  home  was  in  Mansfield,  died.  This  gives 
an  infant-mortality-rate  of  104*6  per  1,000  children  born  which 
compares  very  badly  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  which 
was  80  per  1,000.  This  subject  is  discussed  more  fully  under 
the  heading  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  in  this  report. 

FACILITIES  FOR  HOSPITAL  TREATMENT.— The 
Borough  of  Mansfield  is  well  supplied  with  Hospitals.  The 
Mansfield  and  District  Hospital  accommodates  102  patients. 
There  are  also  the  Union  Hospital,  the  Ransom  Sanatorium,  the 
Forest  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  and  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital  situated  within  the  Borough.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Forest  Hospital  these  hospitals  have  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
populous  surrounding  district  as  well  as  those  of  the  Borough  and 
many  patients  from  Mansfield  have  to  go  to  Nottingham  or 
Sheffield  Hospitals  for  treatment.  The  Union  Hospital  is 
always  available  for  almost  any  kind  of  case,  but  a  great  many 
patients  prefer  to  suffer  rather  than  enter  a  poor-law  institution. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

DISTRICTS. 


WATER. — The  Mansfield  Water  Supply  is  derived  from  two 
deep  wells,  one  at  Rainwortli  completed  in  1895  and  the  other  at 
Clipstone  completed  in  1909. 

During  the  year  1920  a  total  of  578,000,000  gallons  of 
water  was  pumped  from  these  wells,  and  414,152,000  gallons  were 
supplied  to  Mansfield  the  remainder  having  been  supplied  to 
neighbouring  authorities  by  agreement. 

Thus  nearly  25  gallons  per  head  per  day  were  supplied  for 
all  purposes  in  Mansfield. 

Mr.  Gibson,  the  water  engineer  gives  the  following  statement 
of  water  consumption  in  Mansfield  during  1920.

In  the  course  of  the  year  a  small  additional  pumping  station 
and  plant  were  provided  near  Nottingham  Road  so  that  the 
difficulty  in  supplying  some  of  the  higher  portions  in  the  town, 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  was  obviated. 

The  supply  of  water  is  constant  and  quarterly  reports  on 
samples  from  both  wells,  made  by  Professor  Delepine  of  the 
University  of  Manchester,  indicate  that  the  water  is  of  exceptional 
purity. 
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The  supply  of  water  is  sufficient  for  present  needs,  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  both  wells  are  on  a  coalfield,  so  that 
there  is  a  remote  possibility  of  sudden  failure  of  supply. 

There  is  also  every  possibility  that  the  population  of  the 
Borough  will  increase  very  rapidly  within  the  next  few  years  and 
the  question  of  additional  water  supply  will  have  to  be  faced. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. — Two  small  rivers,  the  Maun 
and  the  Meden  flow  through,  or  are  contiguous  to  the  Borough  area. 

The  Maun  before  passing  through  the  area  receives 
the  effluent  of  the  Sutton-in- Aslifield  sewage  disposal 
works,  and  after  leaving  the  Borough  it  receives  the 
effluent  of  the  Mansfield  main  sewage  works  after  that  effluent 
has  been  employed  for  irrigation  purposes. 

The  river  Meden  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Pleasley  Hill 
sewage  disposal  works. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. — There  are  3  sewage 
disposal  works  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  the  Borough.  The 
main  works  are  situated  in  the  valley  between  Bath  Lane  and  Old 
Mill  Lane  ;  Rainworth  sewage  is  purified  in  works  situated 
outside  the  Borough,  and  Pleasley  Hill  sewage  is  dealt  with  in 
works  situated  close  to  the  river  Meden.  All  of  these  works 
are  of  modern  type.  The  Pleasley  Hill  works  were  during  the 
year  being  extended  but  the  work  was  not  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the 
question  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  main  works. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.— The  following  table  gives

During  the  year  5  privies  27  pail  closets  and  8  waste-water 
closets  were  converted  to  water  closets.  These  conversions  were 
carried  out  at  the  expense  of  the  owners.  A  great  deal  of  time 
was  devoted  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  discussion  on  the 
question  of  the  conversion  of  unsatisfactory  types  by  the 
Corporation  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  is  likely  that  a  beginning 
will  shortly  be  made  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given  by  the 
Mansfield  Corporation  Act  of  1901 

SCAVENGING — During  the  year  a  number  of  complaints 
were  received  that  the  collection  of  refuse  was  not  done  with 
sufficient  frequency  and  regularity.  This  was  in  part  due  to 
occasional  breakdown  of  Mechanical  transport  and  in  part  to  a 
somewhat  difficult  labour  situation. 

Speaking  generally  however  scavenging  in  Mansfield  is  done 
satisfactorily. 

The  covered  sanitary  dustbin  is  the  standard  receptacle  for 
house  refuse,  but  it  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  that  a  large  number  of  ashpits  still  remain. 

In  1920  the  destructor  dealt  with  12,597  tons  of  refuse  and 
6,088  tons  were  taken  to  tips  or  delivered  at  farms. 

In  1919,  11,788  tons  were  destroyed  and  3,758  tons  taken  to 
tips,  so  that  it  appears  that  not  only  has  the  total  amount  of 
refuse  increased  very  considerably  but  that  the  proportion  dealt 
with  by  tipping  has  also  very  largely  increased. 
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During  the  year  the  whole  question  of  refuse  disposal  was 
reviewed  by  the  Health  Committee  and  owing  to  the  excessive 
cost  of  working  and  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  present 
destructor  works  as  well  as  the  unsatisfastory  nature  of  the 
available  tipping  site,  the  council  at  the  time  of  writing  has  given 
a  general  approval  to  a  scheme  for  screening,  sorting,  and 
pulverising  refuse,  similar  to  that  which  has  given  satisfactory 
results  in  an  experimental  plant  in  the  City  of  Sheffield. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT.— During 
the  year,  Mr.  B.  Allman  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances  carried 
out  this  work  with  his  usual  ability  and  energy,  and  was  ably 
assisted  by  Mr.  Allsopp  the  Assistant  Inspector.  The  work  of 
abatement  of  nuisances  was  extremely  difficult  owing  to  the  high 
cost  of  material  and  labour. 

During  the  year  consultations  between  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Chief  Inspector  with  regard  to  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  or  the  sanitary  improvement  of  the  town  were  of 
almost  daily  occurrence. 

Below  is  given  the  report  of  the  Chief  Inspector:  — 


REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  TO 
THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


Dear  Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submiting  to  you  my  sixth  Annual 
Report.  From  a  perusal  of  the  report  it  will  be  seen  chat 
considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  general  sanitary 
repairs. 
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It  was  found  that  many  obstacles  arose  with  regard  to 
nuisance  abatement  work. 

In  the  first  place  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts  instead  of 
assisting  this  work  as  had  been  anticipated  proved  rather  to  be  a 
hindrance  as  ordinary  owners  could  not  afford  to  carry  out  repairs 
and  improvements. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. — During  the  year  ordinary 
repair  work  was  very  difficult  to  secure,  but  drainage  and 
conversion  work  in  connection  with  the  conservancy  system  was 
nearly  impossible.  I  am  pleased  to  think  we  shall  (in  view  of 
the  attitude  adopted  on  this  question  by  the  Corporation)  make 
great  strides  towards  the  abolition  of  privies  during  the  coming 
year.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.— The  two  common 
lodging  houses  in  the  Borough  have  been  regularly  inspected. 
The  beds  are  more  fully  occupied  than  was  the  case  last  year. 

1  had  cause  to  complain  during  the  year  of  the  neglect  in 
having  the  premises  limewashed  by  the  specified  date,  also  as  to 
the  conditions  of  the  beds  at  one  of  the  houses 

New  beds  have  been  provided  and  the  limewashing  attended 
to  at  the  regular  time. 

I  consider  the  date  not  far  distant  when  it  would  be  an 
advantage  for  the  Borough  to  provide  a  thoroughly  up-to-date 
Model  Lodging  House. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. — It  may  be  said  we  are  rather 
fortunate  as  regards  the  number  of  offensive  trades  in  the 
Borough.  There  are  only  five  such  premises  viz. 

Three  tripe  boiling  premises 

One  tallow  melter. 

One  hide,  skin  and  fat.  warehouse. 

There  has  been  no  need  for  complaint  as  regard  these 
premises  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  ordinary  repairs. 

Number  of  inspections  made  119. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  bye-laws  should  be  adopted  for 
fried  fish  and  ice  cream  businesses. 

MILK  SUPPLY. — During  the  year  frequent  complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  the  wholesomeness  of  the  milk 
supplied  in  the  Borough.  These  complaints  arise  chiefly  from 
the  customers  supplied  with  milk  imported  into  the  Borough. 

There  would  appear  to  be  great  carelessness  with  regard  to 
the  mixing  of  the  milk  both  before  being  railed  and  also  after  it  is 
received. 

It  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  trade  if  the  Dairymen’s 
Association  could  establish  a  large  receiving  and  distributing- 
centre  where  all  milk  could  be  cleaned  and  sterilized  before 
distribution.  I  consider  it  would  be  of  advantage  if  all 
municipalities  were  to  provide  such  establishments,  and  then  in 
addition  to  cleansing  and  sterilization  the  milk  could  be  issued  to 
the  public  having  a  standard  percentage  of  milk  fats. 

Such  a  method  I  believe  would  assist  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Inspection  Departments  in  immediately  detecting  any  tampering 
with  the  milk. 
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It  would  be  an  advantage  to  compel  all  cowkeepers  to 
thoroughly  groom  all  milch  cows  and  wash  the  udders  before 
milking,  the  persons  milking  should  be  provided  with  means  of 
washing  their  hands  adjacent  to  the  cowsheds,  also  with  clean 
overalls  to  wear  during  the  process  of  milking. 

Before  leaving  the  premises  all  mi  lk  should  be  passed  through 
an  approved  filter. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. — The  work  of  food  inspection  is  a 
very  important  branch  of  an  Inspector’s  duties  entailing  great 
responsibilities. 

The  law  regarding  bakehouses  and  food  preparing  places  is 
far  from  satisfactory  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  specify  any  standards 
for  space  required  in  the  preparation  of  particular  foods  so  as  to 
ensure  entirely  hygienic  conditions. 

The  result  is  that  premises  have  been  and  are  established 
which  do  not  provide  the  best  possible  means  of  producing  and 
also  storing  the  particular  kind  of  foods  for  which  they  are 
intended  to  be  used. 

During  the  late  war  inspectors  were  led  to  hope  central 
slaughtering  would  be  made  a  permanent  feature  of  municipal 
organisation. 


Tradesmen  agreed  that  central  slaughtering  and  grading  had 
ruled  out  the  unsound  article.  The  public  benefited  very  much 
indeed.  I  am  sorrry  to  say  by  the  removal  of  these  provisions 
we  have  drifted  back  to  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  which 
prevailed  previously.  The  Mansfield  Corporation  have  taken  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  in  procuring  a  suitable  site  for  a  Public 
Abattoir,  and  I  sincerely  hope  the  day  may  not  be  far  distant 
when  we  shall  have  the  benefit  of  such  a  building  being  erected, 
provided  with  all  the  necessary  adjuncts, 
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In  Mansfield  there  are  five  annually  licenced  slaughterhouses, 
and  nine  registered  ones,  but  they  are  scattered  all  over  the  town, 
and  slaughtering  may  be  in  progress  in  all  of  these  premises 
simultaneously  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  (Sundays 
included).  It  is  obvious  that  full  and  effective  inspection  is  a 
physical  impossibility,  indeed  it  is  nothing  less  th  an  a  farce.  It 
is  a  rule  with  most  of  our  butchers  to  report  diseased  animals 
when  so  found  on  slaughtering,  and  they  have  a  mutual  insurance 
fund  to  meet  losses  on  forfeited  carcases. 

I  have  no  word  to  say  against  family  butchers  as  a  class  for 
they  are  an  honourable  body  of  traders,  but  theirs  is  the 
commercial  aspect  pure  and  simple,  and  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  recognise  any  economic  advantage  in  the  forfeiture  of  unsound 
food. 


I  am  of  the  opinion  that  state  insurance  of  diseased  meat 
should  again  be  made  compulsory. 

I  hope  that  soon  permissive  legislation  will  be  changed  into 
compulsory  and  that  all  Local  Authorities  Urban  and  Rural  alike, 
will  be  required  to  close  all  private  slaughter-houses  and  erect 
public  abattoirs  under  the  control  of  the  local  authorities.

SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical  Officer 
so  that  no  special  Machinery  is  necessary  for  co-ordinating  the 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  and  School  Medical  Services. 

In  addition  to  regular  Inspections  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  public  elementary 
schools  were  inspected  during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
who  reported  on  them  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

Accommodation  during  the  year  was  taxed  to  its  utmost  but 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Schools  are  on  the  whole  good. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases  the  procedure  indicated  in 
the  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and  exclusion  from  School  1909 
was  adhered  to. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  schools  departments 
on  account  of  infectious  disease  during  year  but  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  measles  which  affected  all  the 
schools  with  more  or  less  severity  occurred. 
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FOOD. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  lias  dealt  fully  with  food 
inspection  in  his  report  so  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  add  anything 
here. 


The  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order  1919,  is  dealt  with 
under  the  section  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  only  cases  of  food  poisoning  which  are  known  to  have 
occurred  were  cases  of  accidental  contamination  of  food  with 
poison  and  these  were  inquired  into  hy  the  coroner. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY.— During  the 
year  no  extraordinary  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  was  observed 
with  the  exception  of  an  epidemic  of  measles  which  began  at 
Rain  worth  at  the  end  of  1919,  spread  over  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  and  finished  at  Pleasley  Hill  at  the  beginning  of  June. 

The  death  rate  attributable  to  this  epidemic  was,  according  to 
the  Registrar  General’s  returns,  0  35  per  thousand,  per  annum, 
but  in  the  opinion  of  your  Medical  Officer  a  much  heavier 
mortality  should  have  been  attributed  to  it.  A  number  of  deaths 
were  certified  as  due  to  other  causes,  the  fact  that  the  original 
cause  was  measles  having  been  overlooked  or  omitted  from  the 
death  certificate  for  some  other  reason. 
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The  difficulty  of  distinguishing  measles  from  a  common  cold 

in  the  early  infectious  stages  makes  control  of  an  epidemic  almost 

impossible.  There  is  however  a  large  amount  of  ignorance  of  the 

disease  and  its  dangers  existing  among  people  of  all  classes, 

and  educational  measures  are  most  likely  to  bring  reduction  of 

mortality. 

«/ 

During  the  epidemic  the  8  school  nurses  and  the  8  health 
visitors  visited  all  known  cases,  and  instructed  the  mothers. 
Information  regarding  the  cases  was  mainly  obtained  from  the 
schools,  the  teachers  having  supplied  daily  lists. 

The  results  of  these  measures  were  extremely  disappointing 
and  it  is  open  to  question  whether  any  abatement  of  mortality 
was  secured. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  diphtheria  occurred  throughout  the  year 
with  seasonal  fluctuations  but  no  exceptional  prevalence. 
Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  in  necessitous  cases,  but  in 
the  great  majority  of  such  cases  the  patients  are  removed  to 
hospital,  where  treatment  is  provided. 

Four  cases  of  the  enteiic  fevers  were  notified.  No  connection 
between  the  cases  could  be  traced. 

No  case  of  small-pox  occurred  and  no  vaccinations  or 
re-vaccinations  were  done  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  a  small  bacteriological  laboratory  at  the  Public 
Health  Office  in  which  bacteriological  diagnoses  are  made  in  cases 
of  diphtheria,  tuberculosis,  and  other  diseases. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — During  the  year  51  cases  of  Pulmonary 
tuberculosis  (consumption  of  the  lungs)  notified  as  compared  with 
45  in  1919.  These  annual  totals  are  however  considerably 
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below  those  recorded  in  previous  years  and  it  is  possible  that  this 
is  due  to  some  medical  practitioners  failing  to  notify.  It  is 
probable  however  that  the  principal  cause  of  the  reduced  number 
is  the  increasing  tendency  of  the  practitioner  to  send  doubtful 
cases  to  the  tuberculosis  officer  for  observation  instead  of  notifying 
them.  As  Mansfield  is  not  a  County  Borough  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  reponsible  for  taking  all  possible  steps  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  disinfection  or  otherwise,  but 
treatment  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council.  It  has  been 
the  practice  in  Mansfield  to  send  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  a  weekly  list  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  received. 

During  the  year  26  deaths  were  attributed  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  giving  a  death  rate  of  0-56  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  rate  is  lower  than  the  average  recorded  in 
recent  years. 

As  far  as  Mansfield  Statistics  are  concerned  it  would  appear 
that  previous  to  the  Avar  there  was  a  tendency  for  the  mortality 
from  pulmonary  consumption  to  fall. 

War  conditions  produced  an  increased  mortality,  and  now 
a  low  rate  is  found  in  the  first  normal  year  after  the  Avar.  It  is 
however  to  be  feared  that  depression  of  trade  and  the 
disorganisation  caused  by  labour  troubles  may  again  have  a 
tendency  to  increase  the  rate. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  prosperity  coupled  with  the 
improved  financial  status  and  the  increased  amount  of  leisure 
obtained  by  the  working  classes  have  had  a  tendency  to  hold  this 
disease  in  check. 

During  the  year  26  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  were 
notified. 
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A  number  of  cases  of  Dysentery,  Malaria,  and  Trench  Fever 
were  notified,  but  these  were  all  of  persons  infected  abroad  during 
war  service. 

Particulars  of  notifications  received  are  given  in  table  II  in 
the  appendix. 


MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE 


BIRTHS. — During  the  year  1803  births  were  registered  in 
the  Borough,  and  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures 
1291  births  which  properly  belonged  to  Mansfield  were  registered 
during  the  year.  The  actual  number  of  births  which  occurred 
in  the  Borough  as  distinct  from  those  registered  was  1336. 

Of  the  births  which  occurred  1166  or  87  per  cent  were 
attended  by  mid  wives,  169  by  medical  men  and  one  was  born 
with  no  attention. 

Of  the  births  1306  or  98  per  cent  were  notified  and  30  were 
not  notified. 

Of  the  30  unnotified  cases  midwives  were  responsible  for 
11  ;  doctors  for  18  ;  and  1  case  was  not  attended  by  doctor  or 
midwife. 

ILLEGITIMACY. — During  the  year  60  illegitimate  births 
were  recorded  as  compared  with  56  in  1919. 

STILL  BIRTHS. — Notifications  of  58  still  births  were 
received  during  the  year. 
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INFANT  DEATHS. — Tlie  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  1  year  of  age  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General  was  185  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact  only  138  such  deaths  occurred  of  which  132 
were  registered  in  the  Thorough  and  1  was  transferred  from 
elsewhere. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  taken  pains  to  go  carefully 
through  the  death  returns  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  Health 
Visitors’  figures  and  it  is  certain  that  138  is  the  correct  figure. 
We  are  bound  however  to  accept  the  Registrar  General’s  figures 
for  the  purpose  of  this  report  and  accordingly  all  tables  and 
statistics  are  based  on  those  figures  with  the  exception  of  table  IV. 
in  the  appendix  which  gives  an  analysis  of  the  Infant  mortality. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  during  the  year  was  104-6  per 
1,000  of  the  children  born.  This  rate  is  considerably  higher 
than  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Your  Medical  Officer  is  of  opinion  that  the  excess  was  in  the 
main  due  to  catarrhal  epidemic  diseases  which  injuriously  affected 
the  infant  population  during  the  months  of  April  and  May,  when 
the  infant  mortality  was  at  the  rates  of223’3  and  179-5  per  1,000 
respectively.  Measles  w7as  epidemic  and  at  its  height  at  that 
time  but  there  were  in  addition  other  catarrhal  diseases  which 
contributed  to  the  mortality. 

Diarrahoea  has  in  recent  years  contributed  but  little  to  the 

*/ 

mortality  but  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  accounted  for  86  infant 
deaths. 

Congenital  causes  accounted  for  45  deaths. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  old  cause  of  high  infant  mortality  rate, 
diarrhoea,  has  been  almost  eliminated  by  preventive  work  coupled 
with  favourable  climatic  conditions.  It  is  probable  that  the 
increasing  use  of  dried  milk  is  to  a  great  extent  responsible  for  the 
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improvement.  On  the  other  hand  there  appears  to  be  no  re¬ 

duction  of  mortality  from  ante-natal  causes  and  our  rate  of  infant 
mortality  is  still  subject  to  large  increases  from  the  incidence  of 
epidemic  diseases  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough  and  the  com¬ 
mon  catarrhal  diseases  affecting  the  respiratory  passages  against 
which  we  have  so  far  found  no  effective  remedy. 

METHODS  EMPLOYED  FOR  PREVENTING 
MORTALITY  IN  INFANCY. — Commodious  premises  in  Leeming 
Street  are  utilised  as  a  maternity  centre,  from  which  all  the  work 
is  directed  and  controlled.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visits 
this  centre  every  morning  so  as  to  keep  in  touch  with  ail  details 
of  administration  and  also  to  give  consultations  to  cases  of 
special  urgency. 

The  use  of  the  Adult  School  at  Pleasley  Hill  as  a  Maternity 
Centre  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  Senior  Health 
Visitor  attends  this  Centre  once  a  week  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  every  fortnight. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. — Throughout  the  year  8  Health 
Visitors  were  employed  and  two  of  them  gave  their  whole  time  to 
work  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor  devotes  a  small  proportion  of  her 
time  to  the  inspection  of  workshops  in  which  women  are  employed. 

Each  Health  Visitor  was  alloted  a  district  and  took  charge  of 
all  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  all  children  up  to  5  years 
in  her  district. 

The  Health  Visitor  visited  each  infant  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  birth  was  notified,  and  paid  as  many  further  visits  as 

desirable  in  each  individual  case.

In  addition  to  the  above  work  visitation  Miss  Boden  the 
Senior  Health  visitor  paid  99  visits  to  outworkers  and  108  to 
workshops  in  which  women  are  employed. 

TREATMENT  CLINICS  AND  INFANT  CONSUL¬ 
TATIONS.  —  Throughout  the  year  the  Maternity  Centre  in 
Deeming  Street  was  open  every  morning  from  9  to  10  o’clock  for 
treatment  purposes,  and  also  on  the  afternoons  of  Monday  Tuesday 
and  Thursday. 

Weighing  of  babies  was  done  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and 
Thursday  afternoons. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  for  consultations  each 
morning  at  9-15  and  on  Thursday  afternoons  from  2-80  to  5  o’clock. 

At  the  consultations  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5  years  were  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officer  who  advised  or  prescribed  treatment  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  case. 
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The  Health  Visitor  and  Medical  Officer  attended  at  Pleasley 
Hill  at  the  times  already  stated.

TREATMENT  PROVIDED  AT  THE  CLINICS— A  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  cases  of  skin  disease  and  other  minor  ailments 
are  treated  in  the  Clinics. 

In  necessitous  cases  drugs  and  cod  liver  oil  are  provided  but 
in  the  great  majority  of  cases  prescriptions  are  given. 

In  some  cases  Medical  appliances  such  as  trusses  are  provided 
but  these  are  usually  paid  for  by  instalments.

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PROVISION  OB"  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES.— During  the 
year  a  bed  was  reserved  for  difficult  maternity  cases  by  tlie  Corpor¬ 
ation  at  the  Mansfield  and  District  Hospital  under  the  agreement 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report.  This  provision  lias  so  far 
proved  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

The  Corporation  subscribed  to  the  Samaritan  Hospital 
Nottingham  so  that  mothers  could  be  sent  for  expert  advice  and 
treatment  when  that  course  was  considered  necessary  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

During  the  year  7  very  delicate  children  were  admitted  to  the 
Duchess  of  Portland’s  Home  at  Carburton. 

Recommendations  were  also  purchased  for  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  Skegness  to  enable  mothers  whose  Health  had  suffered 
from  pregnancy  and  confinement  to  recover. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  authorised  to  send  all 
children  under  5  suffering  from  squint  or  severe  eye  disease  to 
Dr.  Reid  the  visiting  ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the  hospital.  For 
each  case  examined  Dr.  Reid  received  a  fee  of  5/- 

ANTE-NATAL  WORK. — Not  much  progress  was  made 
during  the  year  in  the  development  of  this  kind  of  work. 

It  is  difficult  work  to  develop  in  the  large  centres  but  in  a 
town  of  the  size  of  Mansfield  it  is  more  so. 

THE  PREVALENCE  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES.— In 
the  course  of  the  year  it  was  evident  that  there  was  a  continued 
excessive  prevalence  of  venereal  disease,  a  legacy  from  the  war 
years. 

In  the  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  which  is  usually  a 
gonorrhoeal  infection  44  notifications  were  received  of  which  5 
were  reported  by  medical  men  in  private  practice  and  the  remain¬ 
der  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Maternity  Centre. 
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The  large  number  found  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
due  to  fact  that  mid  wives  have  been  asked  to  send  all  suspicious 
cases  without  delay  to  the  Maternity  Centre,  where  treatment  is 
at  once  begun. 

Many  of  the  cases  were  severe  but  all  recovered  perfectly. 
Treatment  is  as  far  as  possible  carried  out  at  the  centre  but 
special  arrangemeuts  are  made  for  [Sunday  treatment  and  for  cases 
in  the  outlying  districts. 

Cases  of  supected  syphilis  are  sent  to  the  V.D.  Clinic  at  the 
hospital  and  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  accompanies  the  case 
to  the  Clinic. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — Seven  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified.  Three  were  treated  in  the  Mansfield  and  District 
Hospital,  2  in  the  Workhouse  Hospital,  and  2  in  their  own  homes. 

MEASLES  was  prevalent  during  the  first  six  months  of 
the  year  and  was  responsible  in  part  for  the  high  rate  of  infant 
mortality,  much  more  so  than  would  appear  from  the  returns  of 
causes  of  death  as  received  Rom  the  Registrar. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  was  not  prevalent  during  the  year, 
only  one  death  having  been  attributed  to  this  cause. 

POL  10MYELITIS. — No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 

EPIDEMIC  DIARRHOEA. — As  in  recent  vears  the  number 
of  cases  of  this  disease  was  comparatively  small. 

MILK  (Mothers  and  Children)  ORDER. — Up  the  end  of 
July  milk  wTas  supplied  free  or  below  cost  to  the  children  of 
necessitous  parents  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Co-operative 
Society.  Tickets  for  milk  were  purchased  by  the  local  authority 
and  were  distributed  or  sold  below  cost  to  the  parents.  The 
Co-operative  Society  then  delivered  the  milk  at  the  homes. 
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Under  this  scheme  10  children  received  free  886|  pints  of 
milk  and  34  children  received  at  less  than  cost  price  4,863J  pints. 

Thus  tickets  for  5,700  pints  of  milk  were  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  £115/3/2  and  the  money  received  for  the  sale  of  tickets 
amounted  to  £59/18/9  so  that  there  was  a  loss  of  £55/4/5  under 
this  scheme. 

After  July  on  the  recommendation  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  it  was  decided  to  issue  only  dried  milk  (Glaxo)  free  or 
below  cost  and  -27  packets  of  one  pound  each  were  given  free  and 
135  sold  below  cost.  The  loss  on  the  sale  of  Glaxo  was 
£7/12/3  so  that  the  total  loss  on  milk  distributed  under  the  Order 
was  £62/16/8  during  the  year. 

All  issues  of  milk  under  this  Order  were  authorised  by 
certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  prescribed  the 
quantity  and  also  the  price  if  below  cost. 

Glaxo  is  regularly  sold  at  the  Maternity  Centres  at  cost  price 
but  even  in  ordinary  sales  not  under  the  Order  sale  to  each  indiv¬ 
idual  is  authorised  in  writing  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

FEEDING  OF  NECESSITOUS  MOTHERS.— During  the 
year  the  scheme  for  providing  dinners  for  necessitous  nursing  and 
expectant  mothers  during  the  last  three  months  of  pregnancy  and 
first  six  months  of  lactation  was  continued. 

The  feeding  is  done  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  the  caretaker  at 
the  Centre  acting  as  cook,  and  2898  dinners  were  served  to  73 
mothers.  Each  mother  was  allowed  to  bring  one  child  under  5, 
who  might  otherwise  have  neglected  and  during  the  year  1,452 
dinners  were  served  to  the  children. 

The  dinners  were  provided  by  the  local  authority  but  many 
gifts  in  money  and  kind  were  received. 
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There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  beneficial  results  of  the 
dinners  to  the  mothers  and  to  the  babies. 

THE  VOLUNTARY  COMMITTEE.— During  the  year  the 
Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  continued  their  work  in  connection 
with  the  Centres. 

The  work  done  by  the  ladies  is  mainly  assistance  in  connection 
with  the  clinics  and  the  feeding  of  necessitous  mothers,  and 
educational  work  such  as  sewing  and  knitt'ng  classes. 

Your  Medical  Officer  is  of  opinion  that  the  people  of  Mansfield 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  ladies  of  the  committee  and  their 
voluntary  helpers  for  the  excellent  though  unobtrusive  work  they 
have  done. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION.

to  the  carrying  out  of  improvement  schemes. 

The  work  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  staff  was  as 
detailed  in  last  year’s  report. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION.— I'his  remained  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Forest  Hospital  has  accommodation  for  32  patients  and 
tins  proved  to  be  just  sufficient  for  needs  of  the  Borough  during 
the  year.

The  nursing  staff  consists  normally  of  the  Matron,  one  sister, 
one  charge  nurse,  and  five  probationers. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superintendent 
and  attendant,  and  a  good  deal  of  the  administrative  work  is  in 
the  capable  hands  of  Miss  Horsfall  the  Matron. 

One  man  was  employed  regularly  during  the  year  for  general 
work  and  forattending  to  heating  apparatus,  and  additional  help 
was  provided  when  required. 

During  the  year  the  average  cost  per  head  per  day  for  food 
was  2/Of  as  compared  with  1/7  in  1919. 

The  Small  Pox  Hospital  in  Brick  Kiln  Lane  was  still  kept 
in  readiness  for  the  admission  of  patients,  but  no  case  of  Small- 
Pox  occurred.  It  provides  accommodation  for  about  16  patients 
in  buildings  of  temporary  type. 


LOCAL  ACTS,  AND  ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 


There  are  two  local  Acts  in  force— the  Mansfield  Corporation 
Acts  of  1901  and  1905 —  which  contain  sanitary  provisions  very 
similar  to  those  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907. 


The  following  Acts  administered  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  have  been  adopted 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890  adopted  July  1st 
1892. 

Bye-laws  are  in  force  regarding  new  streets  and  buildings,  the 
cleansing  ol  footways  and  pavements,  offensive  trades,  slaughter¬ 
houses,  common  lodging  houses,  sanitary  conveniences,  public 
baths,  pleasure  grounds,  and  tents,  vans  and  sheds. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  of  1895  are  in  force. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 


During  the  year  the  bacteriologal  examination  of  water  was 
in  the  hands  of  Professor  Delepine  of  Manchester  and  quarterly 
examinations  of  samples  from  each  of  the  wells  at  Clipstone  and 
Rainworth  were  made. 

Diphtheria  swabs  material  suspected  of  containing  the 
tubercle  bacillus  and  certain  other  pathological  specimens  were 
examined  in  the  laboratory  at  the  Public  Health  Office  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  was  ably  assisted  in  this  work  by 
Mr.  E.  V.  Hardwick  his  clerk.  This  officer  has  had  a  great 
deal  of  experience  in  this  work  and  is  perfectly  competent  to  carry 
on  the  routine  in  the  absence  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  the  serological  examination  of  blood  in 
suspected  cases  of  Enteric  fever  was  discontinued  and  the  few 
specimens  received  were  examined  at  Nottingham  under  an 
arrangement  made  by  the  County  Council.

HOUSING. 


1.  — GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE 
DISTRICT. —  The  shortage  of  houses  is  exceedingly  acute  in 
Mansfield  and  the  provision  of  houses  by  the  Local  Authority  is 
proceeding  at  a  rate  which  does  not  seem  likely  to  do  more  than 
cover  the  “natural  increase”  of  population  and  will  certainly  not 
provide  for  the  closing  of  unfit  houses  nor  for  the  increase  of 
population  consequent  on  industrial  development  which  Mansfield 
is  expecting.  For  this  state  of  affairs  however,  it  cannot  be 
alleged  that  the  Alans  field  Corporation  are  responsible.  To  make 
matters  worse  there  is  a  great  deal  of  overcrowding  now  in  the  town, 
and  very  many  of  the  houses  are  occupied  by  two  or  more  families. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  present  shortage  of  houses  amounts  to 
considerably  over  a  thousand,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  the 
Local  Authority  discussed  and  approved  a  Scheme  for  the  erection 
of  1500.  The  net  result  as  far  as  the  year  under  review  is  concerned 
is  that  41  new  dwelling  houses  were  completed  of  which  26  were 
erected  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1919. 

There  was,  during  the  year  a  notable  increase  in  the  amount 
of  overcrowding  indicating  that  the  population  was  increasing. 

The  development  of  the  Coalfield  in  the  neighbourhood  is 
likely  to  cause  further  increase  with  cosiderable  rapidity  as  soon  as 
industrial  conditions  become  stable. 

2. — OVERCROWDING. — -As  already  stated  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  overcrowding  owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses  and  there  is 
no  possible  means  of  dealing  with  it  except  by  the  building  of 
houses. 

8. — FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. — The  general  standard  of 
housing  in  the  newer  portions  of  the  town  is  good  but  in  those 
portions  built  before  the  existance  of  building  bye-laws  it  is  bad. 

The  general  character  of  defects  found  in  unfit  houses  are 
general  dilapidation  from  old  age,  bad  arrangement  with  regard 
to  light  and  circulation  of  air,  lack  of  proper  food  stores  and 
facilities  for  washing,  dampness  defective  roof  &  defective  drainage. 

Owing  to  the  excessive  cost,  very  little  in  the  shape  of 
routine  repair  work  was  being  done  by  owners  of  good  working 
class  houses.  So  far,  however  the  modern  houses  cannot  be 
said  to  have  deteriorated  very  much  from  this  cause  ;  hut  if 
the  conditions  of  labour  in  the  building  trade,  and  the  other 
factors  in  the  high  cost  of  repair  remain  the  same  for  long 
there  is  certain  to  be  considerable  deterioration  in  all  classes 
of  house  property. 
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The  general  action  taken  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  was  in  the  main  palliative.  As  the  great  majority 
of  unfit  houses  were  in  one  or  other  of  the  represented  areas 
it  was  felt  to  be  undesirable  to  do  more  than  aim  at  a  very 
low  standard  of  maintenance. 

No  repair  was  directly  done  by  the  Local  Authority,  and 
it  would  have  been  very  difficult  to  obtain  skilled  labour  for 
this  purpose. 

The  extreme  shortage  of  house  accommodation  made  any 
scheme  for  improving  existing  unsatisfactory  types  impossible. 

4. — UNHEALTHY  APiEAS. —  Five  areas  in  the  Borough 
have  been  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  un¬ 
healthy  areas.  The  boundaries  of  these  areas  were  given  in 
last  year’s  report.  Instructions  were  given  by  the  Local 
Authority  that  improvement  schemes  be  prepared,  and  in  con¬ 
sequence  a  temporary  Housing  Inspector  was  appointed  during 
the  year,  and  employed  in  connection  with  this  work. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  progress  of  building  has  made 
the  development  of  improving  Schemes  impossible,  and  at  the 
present  moment  it  is  difficult  to  see  any  prospect  of  these 
Schemes  being  carried  out.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  of  opinion  that  working  class  houses  cannot  be  prod¬ 
uced  in  sufficient  numbers  under  present  conditions.  Previous 
to  1908  working  class  houses  were  produced  in  nearly  sufficient 
numbers  by  the  speculative  builder  but  certain  abuses  then 
existing  led  to  legislation  which  made  house  property  an  entirely 
unremunerative  investment.  The  result  is  that  the  speculative 
builder  has  dropped  out  altogether  and  there  is  a  great  shortage 
of  houses. 
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It  appears  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  it  is  now 
time  to  review  the  whole  position  and  to  consider  whether  a 
return  to  the  position  prior  to  1908  with  somewhat  less  drastic 
but  possibly  more  efficient  measures  to  deal  with  profiteering 
in  rents,  might  not  meet  the  case.  It  is  certain  that  as  far 
as  Mansfield  is  concerned  the  working  man  is  not  so  well 
housed  now  as  he  was  in  1908. 

4. — BYE-LAWS. — The  existing  building  bye-laws  have 
been  relaxed  for  a  period. 

If  and  when  the  building  of  new  houses  is  sufficient  to 
cope  with  the  demand,  it  will  be  desirable  to  pass  bye  laws 
for  houses  let  in  lodgings.  At  the  present  time  such  bye-laws 
would  be  useless  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  enforce  them.

The  above  figures  include  plans  for  500  new  dwelling- 
houses  and  11  new  streets  which  have  been  approved  under 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1919,  also  plans 
for  32  houses  which  have  been  approved  under  the  Housing 
(Additional  Powers)  Act,  1919  (temporary  relaxation  of  Bye-laws). 

The  layout  plan  for  Housing  Scheme  No.  2  (Bull  Farm) 
has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  A  contract  for 
roads  and  sewers  has  been  leen  let  and  the  work  is  in  hand  ; 
also  108  houses  are  in  course  of  erection,  a  number  of  which  will 
shortly  he  ready  for  occupation. 

The  site  for  Housing  Scheme  No.  3  has  been  surveyed  and 
contoured,  and  a  preliminary  plan  for  the  layout  has  been  pre¬ 
pared,  but  the  scheme  is  being  held  in  abeyance  at  present. 
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During  the  year  41  new  dwellingliouses  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  certified  for  occupation,  including  26  completed  under 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1919. 

12,597  tons  of  refuse  were  cremated  at  the  Destructor,  and 
6,083  tons  taken  to  tips  and  delivered  to  farms  during  the  year. 

No  new  streets  have  been  made  up  or  taken  over  by  the 
Council  during  the  year. 

The  extensions  to  the  Pleasley  Hill  Sewage  Works  are  now 
well  in  hand,  the  contract  having  been  let  to  Mr.  H.  Ashley,  of 
Mansfield. 

Schemes  are  being  prepared  for  enlargement  of  the  sewers 
in  Chesterfield  Road,  West  Gate,  Church  Street  and  Bridge 
Street,  and  a  commencement  of  the  former  will  shortly  be  made.
